D. Using FADAC without power transfer table. 

(1) OBSERVATION: There have been several Instances where FAOACs have been 
down due to Inoperative FADAC Tables. 

(2) EVALUATION: The FADAC Table Is necessary only to program and test FADAC. 
Once the program has been entered, the computer can be used minus the table. 

(3) RECOMMENDATION: Once the FADAC has been programed and tested, It should 
continue to be used If the power transfer table becomes Inoperative. 

E. Operations with units unfamiliar with aerial rocket artillery (ARA) . 

(1) OBSERVATION: Coordination and control of ARA fires present a problem 
when supported units are unfamiliar with ARA operations. 

(2) EVALUATION: It has been found that ground controllers from units other 
than those organic to 1 ACD do not understand ARA eo^loynwnt. They expect the 
aircraft to fly a low, armed reconnaissance type run which would enable the pilot 
to distinguish between friendly elements and enemy troops as the firing run Is 
made. When close and discrete ARA are desired, positive smrklng of all friendly 
elements must be accomplished. 

(3) RECOMMENDATION: Prior to planned operations with units other than those 
of 1 ACD, liaison should be effected to orient advisors, artillery liaison officers 
and forward observers concerning the en^loyment of ARA. When this Is not feasible 
due to operational requirements, 1 ACD Circular 525»18, "Employment of Aerial 
Rocket Artillery," dated 15 Jul 68, should be distributed to units prior to 
operations. 

F. Stay-behlnd daylight ambushes . 

(1) OBSERVATKmHheii units return to a FOB at the end of the end of the day, 
the enemy often follows and conducts sniper activities. 

(2) EVALUATION: The enemy has been habitually using sniper activities 
during the hours Just prior to darkness against coaq>anles ratumlng to their 
FOBS. By establishing daylight ambushes as the company swves, we have been 
successful In combating ambushes of this nature. 

(3) REC(BiMENDATION: That the company returning to its FOB establish 
stay-behlnd daylight ambushes along the way. 

G. M-79 shotgun rounds. 

(1) OBSERVATION: The use of the H-79 shotgun round in canopy jungle has 
been more effective than the M-79 HB round. 
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SUjBJECTi Operational Report for Quarterly Period Ending 31 July 1968 

(2) EVALUATION: In areas where the Jungle growth Is dense, the M-79 HE 
round was not as effective as It should be because of the obvious obstacles In 
the area. The M-79 shotgun was very effective at short ranges In view of Che 
obstacles made by dense vegetation. 

(3) RECCMMEMDATIOM: That the use of the M-79 shotgun round In dense ^ 

foliage be emphasised through wide dissemination as an effective weapon for close 

In contact In jungles. 

H. Comnand detonated mines . 

(1) OBSERVATION: The enemy contlinies to employ coioBand detonated mines in 
conjunction with conventional mine warfare. 

(2) EVALUATION: Command detanaCed mines continue to be a source of difficulty 
for mine sweep teams. Often a mine wired for conmandf-detonatlon Is detected and 
preparations are made to destroy It. Then the enemy activates the device, seriously 
wounding or killing friendly soldiers. In other Instances a small device Is de¬ 
tected and destroyed. When personnel gather around the resultant crater to assess' 
Che damage, a nearby command detenated mine Is activated to cause casualties. 

(3) RECOMMENDATION: Supervisors of mine sweep teams must Insure that a 
vigorous search for wires and enemy personnel Is conducted during sweep operations. 

I. Destinictlon of enemy mines. 

(1) OBSERVATION: Whenever Bdnes or other metallic objects are discovered 
during mine sweep operations, Che current policy Is Co destroy In place. 

(2) EVALUATION: This practice usually results In a large crater, even when 
no mine Is present and requires use of engineer equipment to reopen Che road. 

Small diameter shaped charges have been made and tested for neutrallsetlon of 
mines detected on heavily travelled roads or hard-surfaced roads. The shaped 
charge Is partlculerly useful In that If the metallic object Is only a piece of 
metal debris rather Chan a mine, only a very small hole Is mads In the road 
surface. This requires little or no heavy equipment to repair. If, however, the 
object does contain explosives, Che shaped c^rge detonates It, thus hastening 
clearing vital routes. 

(3) RECCMMENDATlONt That use, test and evaluation of this home-made device 
continue Coward perfecting Che design and use as a standard Item In mine sweep 
operations. 

J. Peneprlme distributor on forward operatlna bases . 

(1) OBSERVATIONt Lack of adequate equipment to spread dust palliative on 
forward flrebasea causes dangerous operating conditions for helicopters bringing 
In food, water, anmmltlon, and other replacement or resupply Items.

(1) OBSEKVATIOH: Lack of ade<iuate equipment to spread dust palliative on 
forward firebases causes dangerous operating conditions for helicopters bringing 
in food, water, amnunition and other.replacement or resupply items. 

(2) EVALUATION: Until recently, there were several methods, all of which are 

less than satisfactory, of spreading peneprime. One was to break a barrel and 
roll it along the ground. A second method has been to use 5-gallon cans. Finally, 
"mules" have been used to haul barrels that have been ruptured with a pick. None 
of these is effective in applying an even coat of peneprime to the helipad. A 
tiXEE" has been improvised which fits the bung holes of a barrel. Its use has 
greatly Improved peneprime distribution and allowed aviation safety on the forward 
firebase. -

(3) RECOMMENDATION: That one of these "TEB»s" be made Cor each engineer 
squad and included as a component item of the air assault kit. 

K. Destroying booby traps while conducting Rome plow operations . 

(1) OBSERVATION: Rome plow operations require a great deal of heavy equip¬ 
ment. In order to conduct this typo of operation thoroughly, movement will be 
extremely slow and direction of movement is easily ascertained by the enemy. 

(2) EVALUATION: This affords the enemy an opportunity to eaiplace booby 
traps throughout the area. These booby traps furthar impede the progress of the 
operation and have an obvious effect on troop morale. A point that cannot be 
overemphasised is the employment of every Imaginable resource to clear booby 
traps and mines from the Rotne plow area. Chemical air drops of JP4 fuel to burn 
out thickly vegetated areas and booby trap suspect areas along with air strikes, 
line charges. Bangalore torpedoes and grappling hooks ara all excellent clearing 
techniques. Mine detectors are dangerous when used in heavily booby trapped and 
thickly foliated areas because they are more apt to trip a booby trap bafore it 
can be detected. 

(3) RECOMMENDATION: That maxiimim ingenuity'be used to clear an araa and 
detonate booby traps in advance of the swln Room plow effort. The following 
items are recoomended for employment: 

(a) Rocket propelled line charges. 

(b) Bangalore torpedoes. 

(c) Armor sweeps in advance of Room plow operations. 

(d) Fira drum drops.

3. Training: None* 

A. Intelligence: McQulre rig construction and method of delivery^ 

(1) OBSERVATION: The McQulre rig previously used for extractliig personnel 
In areas where there were no LZs, were unsafe, difficult to ride and took too 
long to deliver to the ground. 

(2) EVALUATION: A modified McQulre rig and method of delivery was developed, 
tested and used by Co E, 52d Inf (LRRP). The modification and new method of 
delivery proved very satlsfacotry. The time required for an Individual to secure 
himself In the rig was cut approximately 8 seconds. 

(3) RECOMMENDATION: The McQulre rig and delivery technique shown In TAB F 
should be used Instead of the old rig and delivery technique. 


5. Logistics. Building materials. 

(1) OBSERVATION: At many forward fire bases an ALOC Is necessary for all 

supply. Materials for fighting bunkers and TOCs come In many co^onents such as 
wood,- wire, steel roof matting, and sand bags. The building of bunkers Is time 
consuming and many times results In fortifications which are not properly con- 
8truct€d to tULxlnRm protoctlott* 

(2) EVALUATION: Building materials are generally In short supply. Some 

of the material that Is obtained Is wasted by Inexperienced builders. Often the 
material Is destroyed rather than moved when a unit mtves. Simple pre-cut bunkers 
would greatly alleviate the problem of procuring materials and constructing 
bunkers. 


(3) RECOMMENDATION: That standard pre-cut bunkers be designed and made 
available to combat and combat support units In forward areas. The bunkers 
should be easy to assmble and disassemble and be retained by the units.

SUBJECT: Operational Report for Quarterly Period Ending 31 July 1968 
TAB F: Procedure for Extraction by McQulre Rig once the Extraction Ship Is 
over the team. 


1. Position the aircraft directly over the team and descend to as low an 
altltflOe as the obstacles surrounding the pick-up point will permit. 

2. Deliver the three McQulre Rigs on board the aircraft to the ground. Insure 
that the McQulre Rigs themselves are actually on the ground. 

3. Procedure for team members to fpllow when hooking Into the McQulre Rigs: 

a. Release the sandbags. 

b. Shake out all loops. 

c. Step into the lower loops. 

d. Snap the snap links, which are fastened to the sling ropes around the 
team members' chests, into the D-rlngs which are half way up the length of 
the rigs. 

e. Once all personnel are securely fastened Into the McQulre Rigs, all the 
personnel will look up at the aircraft. 

4. Move straight up to an altltuda which places all personnel riding In 
the MeQulre Rigs at least 23' above all obstacles, and exit the pick up area 
at an air speed of no more than 70 knots. 

5. Fly to a secure area. 

6. Once over a suitable landing position within the secure area, come 

to a high altitude, hover, descend very slowly to the ground, and once all 
personnel riding in the McQulre Rigs are on the ground release all McQulre 
Rig connections from the aircraft. 

7. Internally load all personnel and ropes in the aircraft, and return the 
LRRP team members to the LRRP base. 

NOTE: The procedure for the second aircraft Involved in the McQulre Rig 
Is exactly the same as that outlined above for the first aircraft.

e. The SJA and 0-5 worked an agreement to make ec^tiun pavments 
whenever possible within 24 hours of notification of an incident involving 
limocont civilians.

1. PsychoLofjical Operations 

a. General: PSTOFS were conducted in support of combat operations to 
induce defection and disaffection among the NVA/VC forces and encourage 
popular sujjport for the Government of South Vietnam, PS'^CF supported rice 
denial operations throughout the Division AO. Durin*: t*^ period 1-17 ’’ar 6B, 
FSTCP were conducted in sipport of nsiLA*'AR'’!AA^^ 2l6 with emphasis in the 
A Shau Valiev. An Intensive Chieu Hoi campaign was conducted vlcinitv of 
the A Shau Valiev and directed eolelv at the IJVA. A campaign to explain go«d 
treatment to PW*s was also conducted. In the AO viclnitv LZ livans and l.Z 
Jane p3ychdIod.eal operations were directed at NVA/VC forces end the eiviliw 
population along 9L-1. Themes included were the Chieu ’’d program and dvllien 
rewatds progiwa. A earpai.^i was initiated to exploit the peace initiative 
taken by President Johnson. Targets Induded both fPiendlv and mevr audiences 
During J^ STHART III psvchdlogical operations were initiated in close sup¬ 
port of rice deninl operations. Campalsn directed-at ^HTA^VC forces included 
good treatment of F*:'s and the Chieu Hoi Progran. Shortage of food in Base 
Area 101 and inadequate medical treatment were eocplolted durinv the month of 
June. The civilian population was targetted to induce them to support GWT, 
pai*ticipate in the rewards pro<»rem, ani ■wlt>'hold support of the VCAbtA, 
Exploitation of the peace talks continued. PSYtT* supported operations to 
control Inland waterwavs in the Division AO. Leaflata and loudspeaker broad¬ 
casts cnphasioied restrieted areas and curfew hours. 

b. SiTOOrt* 

(1) The 9th Air Cora’^ndo flew 2875 and 3780 tape and leaflet missions 
requested. Uslnv 02B' and C-47 PByCP aircraft, l'»,941,400 leaflets were 
dropped, and 2^*3 ’’rs loudspeaker appeal time were broadcast 

(2) I’he 7th P3YCF Bn located at Da Nang provided printing and tape 
srpport, one HB Team to each brigade, and liaison with the oth ACS, The 
quality of printing was good. 

(3) Bach.HB Team provided PSYDP support using a ?50 watt ground 
loudspeaker and a 1000 watt loudspeaker mounted on an TO-l heliccxiter. The 
Brigade teams broadcast A05 hra. ground loudspeaker tine, 77 hrs helibcrne 
loudspeaker time, and disseminated 161,500 leaflets, 17,4-50 JI’SPAO newspapers, 
and 1,175 rewards posters. The HD teams exploited Hod Chanhs bv emplovlng 
both helibome and ground loudspeaker broadcasts. 

(4) Amed Propaganda Teams were employed with the Brigades during 
Julv. A^*8 were obtained Item the Ciileu Hoi Centers in Hue and f>uang Trl 
City. These Teams were used with the HB Teams in populated areas to enhance 
face-to-faoe persuasion. APT’s are not effectivelv employed on such operations 
as cordon and search. 

2. Chieu Hoi Program: 

a. During tHe period 17 Kay - 21 June, a successful rice denial operation 
was conducted in Huong Dlen District bv elonents of the 3(1 Bde working with 
Popular Forces. The 3d Bde HB Team sigjported the operation with ground and 
helibome broadcasts, emphasizing the Chieu Boi program in appeals directed 
at the local VC Guerrillas. The District 3-2 reported receiving thlrtv 

VC ralliers during the period, and elements of the 2d Bn, 7th Cav recatved 
one NVA, 

b. The 3d Bde initiated Rome Plow operations in portions Phong Dlen 
and Qiiang Dlen Distrlots duxlnv Julv, and this operation also produced ralliers 
•Six VC ralliers were received bv ?d Bh, 7th Cav during the p«»riod 23-^6 Jiilv, 

and an undeterm'*ned nmber ^allied to GVN officials in i^ang Dlen District.
